WASHINGTON 
( A P ) —

United Slates and Tied China are 
caught in a myth wrapped in irony 
within a dilemma. 


The myth: This country insists 


Chiang Kai-shek's Nationalists on 
Formosa arc tlie legitimate gov- 
ernment of all China and not tho 
.Red Chinese who have now con- 
trolled the entire mainland for 10 
years. 


The 
irony: 
This 
country 
has 


pressured Chiang into agreeing lie 
will not try to retake the mainland 
by force. 
Without force it sums 


certain he can never go back to 
the mainland or conquer its Red 
masters. 


The 
dilemma: 
How

True, 
through 
better 
relations 


with the Soviet Union, the United 
Slates 
could sotlle problems in- 


volving only the U.S.S.R. and tiie 
West. For instance, Berlin, which 
has nothing to do with China. 


But it seems impossible to think 


of selllerncnts on world problems 
without agreement with the Red 
Chinese. Agreement would almost 
of 
necesity require closer 
rela- 


tions. 


Therefore, 
if relations with the 


Soviet 
Union 
improve, 
it seems 


like relations with Red China will, 
too, although this will go against 
the grain of many in this country 
who are 
strong for Chiang and 


violent against the 
Reel Chinese.
